ENGLISH FOOTBALLERS IN SCOTLAND. 


Players who have Reveress the Usual Order 
of Things. 


Tre was when Scottish football managers would as 
soon have gone to Jericho as to England for their 
players; but times have changed considerably, and we 
now find a good few English players in Scottish teams 
at the present ae oe 

Many will no doubt remember the great furore in 
League circles in Scotland when Dundee, the first 
club in Scotland to siyn an Englishman, signed on 
Jack Hillman, of Burnley. Prejudice was rife, and 
many wild words were uttered against tho policy of 
the directors uf the club, That was during the close 
season. The grumblers had t cause to change 
their tune, however, ere the playing season was three 
weeks old, fur Hillman soon showed his worth. — 

He played many fine games for the club, and it was 
much regretted, both in football and cricket circles, 
when he saw fit to change his quarters. . 

Then Celtio got Welford from Aston Villa, and 
8rd Lanark signed on Banks. These three players may 
be said to have been the pioneers of i pro- 
fessionalism in Scotland. 

Some time elapsed before any others of nute were 
enticed across the border, then we find Dundee again 
at it. This time it was Frank Lloyd, a noted flier 
from Aston Villa. Lloyd, however, never seemed to 
take kindly to Scottish football, and it was not long 
ere he returned to his native heath. 

Dundee have evidently always been thoroughly im- 
bued with the playing abilities of Englishmen, for they 
again fixed on one for goal. In Howes, who came 
from the far south, they got a regular second edition 
of Hillman; he was a great, powerful fellow of huge 
proportions, and left a goud impression on Tayside. 

Again, there have been some notable Englishmen 
wha have stayed nearly all their lives, and have cer- 
tainly learned all their football in Scotland. Chief 
among these are Conlin, who played for Albion Rovere 
before going to Bradford City. The latter club wae 
reputed to have received £1,000 from Manchester Cit; 
fur hie transfer. Also Robertson, the Greenoo 
Morton’s soldier goalkeeper, who made a great name 
for himself last season by his brilliant saving. 

Then we have Jack Simpson, the Falkirk’s demon 
scorer, who, although a native of England, has long 
been resident in Scotland, and learned all he knows 
abont football there. At the present moment he is a 
much sought after man, most of the first division 
English clubs being after him. Chelsea are eaid to 
have offered £1,590 for his transfer, but Falkirk, 
though none too well off, were not doing business, 
even at that figure. 

The Heart of Midlothian Cinb have been to the fore 
recently with well-known southerners, having four on 
their list last season, namely, Yates, Tomlinson, 
Wombwell, and latterly Cox, whom they got from 
Dundee. Cox is a brother of Liverpool’s great Inter- 
national, Jack Cox. Evidently, the Englishmen did 
not take well with the Hearts, for this season they 
only retained Tomlinson, the others being alluwed to 
seek pastures new. 

Hibernians did a good stroke of business when 
they fixed op with Harker, of Crystal Palace. He is 
well repaying his now masters for the expense of 
securing him. 

OF all Scottish clubs, however, none have been more 
successful in securing class Englishmen than Dundee. 
Whether it is that they have some special talent for 
spotting, or Inck, or what, is not generally known, 
but, truth to tell, at the present moment they have a 
quintette of Englishmen who may be classed in the 
highest flight of present-day footballers. 

To Herhert Dainty, Albert Lee, and Neal, half. 
hacks, Charlie Webb and Alf. Dean, forwards. Dundee 
are a very great deal indebted for their present proud 
position in the Scottish League. These players have, 
to a large extent, helped the club to reach their 
most enviable position in Scottish football to-day. 

They alse enjoy undonhted popularity, not. only with 
the home spectators, but almost wherever they play.
